This  week  the  Germans  launch¬ 
ed  their  long  expected  spring 
offensive.  It  took  the  form  of  a 
drive  on  the  Crimean  peninsula, 
and  is  said  to  have  reached  far 
east-ward  on*  the  Kerch  peninsu¬ 
la.  Simultaneously,  they  were 
engaged  by  Simeon  Limoshenko’s 
army  in  the  Laganrog  sector.  The 
force  of  their  offensive  was  also 
obscured  by  a  Russian  break 
through  <a;t  Khardov,  “the  Pitts¬ 
burgh  of  the  Ulcraine.”  A  slight 
growth  of  Axis  strength  in  the 
Mediterranian  was  indicated  by 
the  sinking  of  three  destroyers 
between  Crete  and  Cyrenaica.  On 
the  other  hand,  three  Japanese 
ships  were  sunk  by  the  United 
States  in  addition  to  those  (de¬ 
stroyed  in  the  Coral  Sea  en¬ 
gagement.  At  Ksluva  the  British 
drove  the  Japanese  forces  back. 
But  in  Yunnan  province  the  Ja¬ 
panese,  though  repulsed  by  Chi¬ 
nese  troops,  attacked  again.  The 
picture  seems  to  give  the  effect  of 
tit  for  tat,  with  no  real  success 
to  be  noted  on  either  side.
